THREE OF STEAMER’S CREW DIE. 


British Boat Honitou Has Suspicious 
Sickness Aboard. 

Vineyard Haven, Mass., October 8.—The 
British steamer Honiton, Captain Hud- 
son, bound for Boston, and heretofore re- 
ported as having suspicious fever on board, 
came into anchor off Nobska this morn- 
ing and had not sailed at sunset. 

The illness on board has been more gseri- 
ous than previously reported, three of the 
crew having died. The three victims were 
Hank Guldson, seaman; William Laidler, 
chief engineer, and Charles Read, mess- 
room steward. 

It appears that Guldson was ailing the 
day the steamer left Progresso, but the 
port physician there pronounced the sick- 
ness malaria. Guldson became worse, 
failed rapidly, dic September 30th and 
was buried at sea. Chief Enginerr Laid- 
ler, who belonged in Sunderland, England, 
Was next taken ill and five days later he 
died and was also buried at sea. He 
leaves a family at Sunderland. Yesterday 
the messroom steward, Charles Read, of 
Liverpool, England, who was sick while 
the steamer was at Hampton Roads, died 
of the same disease and his body was low- 
ered into the sea when the ship was only 
a short distance from Vineyard sound. 

lt was learned from the steamer that 
today the captain and steward were not 
feeling well, but it was claimed that they 
were not seriously ill, the captain, it was 
sald, being abie to attend to his duties, 
but practically worn out with tire and 
anxiety. The remainder of the crew, sev- 
enteen men, are reported all well. 

A doctor was called to the ship today, 
but no one is aliowed to board her.

here, left their home yesterday to pick cot- 
ton about a quarter of e mile away. They 
locked their three children in the house,

Senora Cassio’s Escape Was Full o 
Genuine Romance.

THE PLAN WAS WELL LAID OUT 


Narcotics in Package of Sweets Made 
Her Fellow-Prisoners Sleep. 


TWO YOUNG MEN ARE UNDER SUSPICION 


She Was Assisted to the Roof of a 
Neighboring House, Over Which 
She Went to Freedom. 


Havana, October 8&—The escape of Se- 
norita Evangela Cassao, otherwise Cassio 
y Cisneros, exclusively reported in a ca- 
blegram to the Associated Press last night, 
has caused quite a sensation in Havana, 

The investigation made by the authorli- 
ties has developed a number of additional 
facts in the case. It is now asserted that 
the young woman escaped between 4I11 
o’clock and midnight of Wednesday over 
the roof of a ‘neighboring house and 
through it to the street below, O’Farrell’s 
lane, and not into the street where the 
police found a ladder. 

On the roof of the adjoining house the 
authorities found three planks, each about 
three feet long and eighteen inches wide, 
joined together by strong hings, so ag to 
serve aS a bridge, enabling a person to 
pass from the roof of the prison to the 
roof of the house referred to. The au- 
thorities also found on the roof a Smith 
& Wesson revolver of large caliber, hav- 
ing its six chambers loaded, and a new 
knotted rope, which had evidently been 
used as a life line or guiding rope to en- 
able the escaping prisoner to cross the 
plank bridge which had been extended by 
her accomplices from the house near “he 
Casa de Recojidas to the roof of that pris- 
on. The revolver, the knotted rope and the 
portable bridge, as well as other discoveries 
made by the police, show that the escape 
of Senorita Cassio was long and careful- 
ly planned. She must have been in con- 
stant communication with those who ena- 
bled her to escape from the Caso ¢e Rico- 
jidas, where she was imprisoned with 
eleven other women. 

Romance in the Escape. 

Some of the details of the young Cuban’s 
escape aré quite romantic. It appears that 
a real estate agent named Mariano Fer- 
nandez, who was in charge of the house, 
No. 1 O'Farrell lane, declares that he re- 
cently rented that building to two well- 
dressed young men. The latter seemed to 
be highly respectable, hired the house for 
two months and paid the rent in advance. 
the building was poorly furnished, the 
principal room in it containing only an 
old table, a washstand, a wardrobe, an 
antique sideboard, six old chairs, six plates 
and two cats. But the young men seemed 
to be perfectly satisfied with their sur- 
roundings. and little or no notice of them 
was taken .by the neighbors or anybody 
elee, in spite of the fact that the .jhouse 
was situated closé to the prison in which 
a young Cuban girl, whose story caused 
such a sensation in the United States, 
was confined. When the rooms at No. 
1 O’Farre} lane were searched the police, 
in addition to the articles already de- 
scribed, found a bag of lime, a can of 
paint and a large brush, which might be 
used for the application of either paint 
or lime. Inside the window through which 
Senorita Cassio escaped the police discov- 
ered a bed sheet, and as this apartment 
was her sleeping room, the authorities are 
inclined to believe the sheet was used by 
the escaping prisoner to envelop herself, 
with the object of deceiving her roommates 
if she was unlucky enough to awaken 
them into the belief that she was moving 
abvut in her night clothing. 

The quarter of the prison which was 
occupied by Senorita Cassio is known as 
the new hall, for the reason that it was 
constructed only seven months ago. It was 
set apart for the use of political prison- 
ers and was quite comfortable compared 
with other Spanish prisons. 

She Had Drugged Candies. 

The companions of the young Cuban wo- 
man whom she left behind say that the 
day before Senorita Cassio escaped she 
received a package, believed to have con- 
tained drugged candies. 

In any Case, the senorita, contrary to 
her usual custom, did not at once distribute 
the candies to her prison companions, but 
waited until Wednesday night, when she 
urged each of them to partake of the 
confections. The prisoners did so, and they 
express thé‘ conviction that the sweets 
were drugged, for they soon afterwards 
fell into a deep sleep and did not awaken 
throughout the night, although the filing 
of the iron bar of the senorita’s bedroom 
window must have caused enough noise 
to have awakened the prisoners under or- 
dinary circumstances. 

People living in the vicinity of the Casa 
de Recofidas have informed fhe authori- 
ties that they heard the nolse of carriage 
wheels shortly before midnight on Wednes- 
day, and this is supposed to have a con- 
nection with fhe pffsoner’s escape. 

There a division of opinion as to 
whether the escape of the senorita was 
effected by Americams or by Cuban insur- 
gents. The police aré hard at work inves- 
tigating the escape, and all the Spanish 
authorities along the coast have been com- 
muneated with, in the belief that an at- 
tempt mav be made to embark the senorita 
upon some véssel leaving Cuba for the 
United States or elsewhere, 

Fernandez, the jailer in charge of the 
Casa de Recojidas, and four employees of 
the government who were on duty there 
have been arrested and are confined in- 


communicado, pending +the result of the in- 
quiry being made into the escape.

CABINET DISCUSSES 
CUBAN QUESTION 


Spanish Crisis May Delay Answer to the 
President’s Note. 


NO DEFINITE ACTION TAKEN 


Members Speculate as to the Probable 
Character of the Answer. 


WILL MEET ANY ADVANCES HALF WAY 


Reasonable Time Will Be Given Sa- 
gasta’s Advisers To Show 
Their Hand. 


Washington, October 8.—The cabinet was 
in session for an hour and a half today, all 
members being present except Secretary 
Gage. 

Foreign affairs did not occupy much of 
the time and the discussion was dcvoted 
mostly to the forthcoming annual reperts 
of the several heads of the depart ments. 
These reports or an abstract of them are 
desired by the president so that they may 
be discussed in his annual message to 
congress. Postmaster. General Gary re- 
mained with the president for some time 
after the other members of the cabinet 
went away, discussing postoffice appoint- 
ments. 

There was some discussion of the Cuban 
question and the seal conference. but owing 
to the fact that both these matters are 
in & (transitory condition, no definite ac- 
ton was decided upon. 

The president had hoped to secure a re- 
ply to his representations to Spain during 
the present month, but it was stated at the 
meeting that the Spanish cabinet crisis 
probably would cause delay in this matter. 
There was more or less speculation on the 
part of members as to what would be the 
temper and character of the reply when it 
Should be received, and the opinion was 
general that the new ministry would mani- 
fest a desire to cultivate friendly relations 
with this country... The desire of the ad- 
ministration appeared to be to meet these 
advances, if they are accompanied by a 
policy on the part of Spain toward Cuba 
that will hasten the close of the war in 
accordance with American ideas. It its 
recognized that some time will be neces- 
Sary to demonstrate the policy of the Ga- 
gasta cabinet and the president’s advisers 
are understood generally to favor the policy 
of allowing a reasonable time before fol- 
lowing up the first note delivered by Min- 
ister Woodford with another of more press- 
ing character, as originally had been in- 
tended in case the first note should not 
bring a satisfactory reply. 

There was more or less discussion also 
of the proposed fur seal conference. It 
was stated after the meeting adjourned 
that it was not yet considered as absolutely 
settled that Great Britain would not par- 
ticipate in the conference. 

The meeting also developed a cénfirma- 
tion of the report that the Union Pacific 
syndicate had agreed to increase its bid 
to the government to $50,000,000 and that 
the attorney general, in view of this fact, 
had decided not to appeal the case, but 
to allow the sale to proceed. 

President McKinley will probably go to 
Canton at the November election. His 
trip has not been. fully, arranged, but he 
has been asked to visit several places in 
the vicinity while in Ohio and these in- 
vitations may be accepted {f the president 
cah spare the tithe:

The New Governor General. 

Captain General Ramon Blanco y Arenas, 
who will succeed Captain General Vale- 
riano Weyler as governor general of Cuba, 
has had his chief administrative experience 
in the Philippine islands. 

He” succeeded Captain General Despujol 
aS governor general of the Philippines in 
1894, and for his services in that capacity 
was raised to the rank of marshal in May, 
1895. 

In August of 1896 he reported to the Span- 
ish minister of the colonies the existence 
of an extensive plot aiming at the inde- 
pendence of the islands. This rapidly touk 
On the proportions of a formidable insur- 
rection, which the efforts of General Bian- 
co were powerless to check. In September 
of that year he narrowly escaped assassi- 
nation. A plot was formed to surprise the 
garrison at Manila, to seize the headquar- 
ters and to murder the captain general. It 
was discovered just in the nick of time and 
more than a hundred persons’ were arrest- 
ed f®r complicity in it. 

Prior ‘to this General Blanco had not re- 
sorted to extreme measures; but, spurred 
on by personal danger to which he hed 
been exposed, he issued a decrée ordering 
that all property belonging to residents of 
tlie islands who had been implicated in the 
rebellion should be forfeited for the bene- 
fit of the government, a week's grace be- 
@ng offered to those who were willing to 
surrender. 

But neither this decree nor General Blan- 
co’s military tactics, nor other exceptional 
measures which he took to suppress the 
rebellion, prevented it from spreading, and 
in December, after a broad hint from the 
government that his methods were not suf- 
ficiently severe, he tendered his resignation 
and was Succeeded by General Camillo 
Polavieja, commander of the sixth army 
corps, Who was sent to the Philippines with 
instructions virtually identical with those 
given to Captain General Weyler, when the 
latter succeeded Marshal Martinez Campos 
in Cuba. 

Stortly 


after this Marshal Blauco was 
apreinted chief of the military nousehuold 
of the queen regent. He hasbeen described 
as the “sofiest-hearted soldier in Spain,” 
and his whole career indicates his disposi- 
tion to employ mild rather than violent 
measures, 

Ever since the fall of the Azcarraga cab- 
inet the name of Marshal Blanco has been 
the most prominent among the possible 
successors of General Weyler, and the im- 
pression in some well-informed quarters 
has been that if appointed governor gén- 
eral of Cuba he would be empowered to 
the insurgents with a view of 
arriving at. a mutual agreement for the 
cessation of hostilities. He enjoys the per- 
sonal friendship and entire confidence of 


the queen regent. 
GUATEMALA REVOLUTION ENDS. 


General Barrios Once More in Complete 
Control. 

San Francisco, October 8.—Consul Gen- 
eral Carrillo today received a dispatch to 
the effect that the revolution in Guata- 
mala was at an end and that Barrios was 
again in complete control of the situation, 
which was confirmed later on by several 
private cables to prominent business men 
who have interests in Guatemala. 

Isidor Schwartz, of the firm of Schwartz 
Bros., the mercantile agents of the Gua- 
temala government, in an interview said: 

“Ag a matter of fact, the late revolu- 
tion in Guatemala was led by Damuel 
Fuentes, brother-in-law of General Bar- 
rios, and not Prospero Morales, as the 
world has been made to believe. Fuentes 
was the father of the revolution, but 
pushed Morales to the front as his com- 
manding general.

The 
rainy condition of the weather caused 
much time te be consumed in reaching 
Morales’s army, but when he did meet 
it Morales retired, as he has just done at 
Quetzaltenango, which was easily recap- 
tured by Barrios. 

“IT regard lLBarrios’s victory as a most 
complete one and predict that peace will 
be entirely restored within a few hours, 
for many people are for peace and are 
satisfied with the Barrios administratien, 
notwithstanding all reports to the contrary 
that bave been received here.”’

RADFORD MAY] GET A NEW TRIAL 


Alabamian Is in Irons in Colombia, 
but Otherwise Is Well Treated. 
Washington, October 8.—United States 
Consul Horran, at Medellin, Colombia, re- 
ports to the state department that the 
American, Radford, is still in irons there, 

but otherwise his treatment is good. 

The consul expresses the opinion that 
the president will grant him a new trial. 

Radford is a citizen of Alabama, who was 
convicted in Colombia of murdering a na- 
tive and was sentenced to death. His 
friends here and in Colombia, believing that 
the killing was justifiable, have made 
strenuous efforts to secure a new trial for 
him before a competent tribunal, and the 
consul believes this effort will succeed.

Alabama Senator Entertains the Na- 
tives at Honolulu. 


San Francisco, October 8.—The steamship 
China arrived here today from Hong Kong 
via Honolulu with the following Hawaiian 
advices under date of the 2d instant: 

Honolulu, October 4.—The steamer China 
brought word that Councillor Akiyama, 
of the Japanese foreign office, attempted 
suicide at Yokohama on September 2d. At 
last accounts he was in a critical state. 
Akiyama arrived here last May to assist 
Minister Shimamura in handling the Japa- 
nese immigratfon matter. He proved to be 
a bright young m@&m of considerable ex- 
perience in diplomatic work. He was or- 
dered home in July and the impression got 
abroad at the time that he failed to ac- 
complish what was expected of him by his 
gove ent and that he had gone home in 
disgrace.

New York, October 8.—The most sensa- 
tional event of the day in the municipal 
campaign was the action talten tonight by 
the Henry George campaign committee. 

The Citizens’ Union county ticket in New 
York county, the McLaughlin democratic 
county ticket in Kings county, the Mullen 
democratic ticket in Richmond, and the 
Madden democratic county ticket in Queens 
are all to be indorsed. 

At 11 o'clock it was said‘ that the assem- 
bly and aldermanic and borough tickets of 
these same organizations had also been in- 
dorsed, but this could not be verified. 

The Georgites started in to name a city 
ticket of their own and by 11 o’clock it was 
reported that Charles Frederick Adams, for 
president of the council, was the only man 
chosen. It is understood that he will with- 
draw as a candidates for the court of ap- 
peals against Judge A. B. Parker, the regu- 
lar democratic candidate. j 

It is said the conclusions reached are the 
work of Tom L. Johnson and some of the 
members of the campaign committee. What 
the effect will be is hard to forecast, but 
tonight it looked as if it would demoralize 
Mr. George’s forces. 

The United Democracy, which first nom!- 
nated George, declared tonight, through its 
leaders, that it was done with the George 
movement. Secretary Stover, of the Demo- 
cratic Alliance, was equally outspoken and 
said his organization would knife Gcorge 
if the ticket was forced on it. 

The populists seemed to take the same 
view. 

Later it was said that Charles Frederick 
Adams had not been chosen for president 
of the council, although he probably wiil 
be. It developed and was admitted by 
Citizens’ Union leaders and Georgeites that 
there was a deal between the two. The 
Citizens’ Union was yesterday circulating 
petitions with the rooster, or George em- 
blem at the top, to get the George ticket 
on the ballot. In return for this the George 
managers indorse the Citizens’ Union tick- 
et in this county. 

The campaign committee, in explanation 
of their action in making the indorsement 
mentioned, say that they do not fear the 
threatened defection of the United Democ- 
racy headed by James O’Brien and the 
democratic alliance. The United Democ- 
racy, they say, has been dealing with 
Tammany for several days and they are 
glad to get rid of it. They say the al- 
liance, while angry just now, will fall into 
line. But whether it does or not they pro- 
fess not to eare, saying the George move- 
ment is now so deeply rooted that no or- 
ganization can hurt it. Had the alliance 
and United Democracy been able to agree 
on a ticket the action of the campaign 
committee might have been very different. 
It says the fighting leaders left no other 
course open, 

The registration, which began today, is 
unusually large for a non-presidential year.

Many of them rode from one poll 
to another in buggies, some rode bicycles 
and some went a-foot. All moved about 
to keep an eye on the voting and to en- 
courage their friends and workers by their 
presence.

One of the most interesting facts in con- 
nection with the election fs the remarkable 
vote polled by three candidates who were 
formerly members of the board of educa- 
tion.

Thod Hammond, all of the board of educa- 
tion, that board which was so suddenly 
and without warning, abolished by the 
present council last May, were all elected 
by handsome majorities.

The managers and 
clerks will submit a report of their work 
and the tally sheets and ballot boxes will 
be delivered to the committee for inspec- 
tion. The returns will be carefully consoll- 
dated and the result will be finally and 
officially declared. -It will differ very little 
from that shown in The Constitution this 
morning. A few clerical errors may be dis- 
covered, but it is safe to say that The 
Constitution’s table is as nearly correct as 
it is possible to get one on the night of an 
election when there is always confusion 
and error in the first hasty count.

New Orleans, October 8.—(Special.)—Pat 
Paine was hanged at Monroe, La., at 2:30 
o'clock today by the sheriff of Ouachita 
parish for the murder of his wife. His 
neck was broken by the fall and he was 
pronounced dead ten minutes after the 
drop fell. The body was cut down a few 
minutes afterwards. 

The law restricts the number of wit- 
nesses of an execution “so fifteen, but 
several hundred persons  witnessel it, 
climbing to the top of neighboring trees 
and telegraph poles an the roofs of 
buildings adjoining the jall. 

Paine was supported to 
by Father Vertrepen, of the Catholic 
church, and two deputies. He was then 
seated and in an ordinary voice began the 
statement he promised to make. 

Paine said that he was crazy with drink 
and morphine when he killed his wife. 
He had loved her tenderly aml was inno- 
cent of murder. He was physically and 
mentally unfit to defend himself at the 
time of the trial. The jury was not im- 
partial, and one of the jurors told him 
(Paine) that he had been intimidated into 
bringing in a verdict of guilty by public 
sentiment. He continued to talk at great 
length and finally became rambling. He 
asked for and was given a cigar and 
smoked it and then drank an eggnog. The 
last sacrament was then given him and 
the trap dropped. 

Publicy sentiment in Monroe apovroves 
the hanging, although many believe that

and was finally shot in the right breast\by 
McCabe. Paine then ran upstairs, locked 
himself in his room, and surrendered to the 

lice only on a guarantee that he wouid 
~ protected from the mob. He anticipated 
lynching, and with good cause. 

His treatment of his wife was well 
known; the particulars of the murder had 
got abroad, and when he stepped out of 
the restaurant a large mob had congre- 
gated there. But the mob had no leader, 
and the police succeeded in getting him to 
jail without serious injury. His wound 
was then examined and found to be trif- 
ling. 

Paine was tried in April and promptly 
found guilty of murder and sentenced to 
be hanged, and September 10th named as 
the day of the execution. 

Said He Was Insane. 

After the sentence the lawyers of the 
condemned man set up the plea ol insan- 
ity. They produced a great deal of evi- 
dence on this subject and many letters 
from Macon, Ga., from friends, who ex- 
pressed the opinion that Paine was insane. 
They declared that at times he raved and 
was hysterical and was frequently subject 
to complete mental collapse. 

When condemned to death, Paine made 
an eloquent address to the judge, protest- 
ing against the verdict, declaring that it 
was unfair, and that he was found guilty 
because he was comparatively a stranger 
in Morroe. The speech certainly gave 
no evidencg of insanity and was clear and 
forcible. But since then he has written 
the maddest and wildest letters from the 
jail, inculcating all manner of insane theo- 
ries, but showing considerable ability. 

His lawyer tried hard to get a commissicn 
de lunatico inquirendo to investigate into his 
mental condition and determine whether 
he was insane or not. The district judge 
refused the order and the case was brought 
before the ‘supreme court and an orler 
issued to have Paine tried before that 
court on the question of his sanity. 

But that resulting in a declaration of 
sanity. his execution was fixed for today.

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WITHOUT TELEGRAPH WIRES. 


The Result of Recent Scientific Ex- 
periments in England. 
From Tue London Chronicle. 

Active preparations are now being made 
by the postoftice engineers for a most im- 
portant experiment in wireless telegraphy. 
The reference is ta the scheme for connect- 
ing Sark with Guernsey by the new means 
of communicativn. This has been talked 
about for some time, so that anticipation 
will give an added interest to the practical 
experiment. ‘lt remains to be seen,” an 
Official remarked to me, “how thoroughly 
the thing can be done. Necessarily, it 
will have to be proven in a satisfactory 
way before a permanent apparatus is laid 
down,”’ 

There is f@t anywhcre, at this moment, 
such a letk of the communication as we 
shail tind provided vetween Sark and 
Guernsey, supposing that everything ges 
well. The people of Sark, although they 
hardly form a large commuhity, are natu- 
rally a1xicvs to be placed iin telegraphic 
communication with the outside worid. 
Now, as it happens, the bettom of the 
sea between the little island and its larg- 
er neighbor, Guernsey, is very rough and 
rocky. This fact means that a marine 
cable wceuld be difficult to keep in repair: 
that its maintenance would involve con- 
siderable expense. Hence the {dea uf ap- 
plying wireless telegraphy. 

The name of Mr. W. H. Precce is very 
familiar in relativn to signaling through 
space without wires. His plan 1s based 
on the utilization of electro-magnetic waves 
of very iow frequency and depends essen- 
tially en the rise amd fall of currents in 
the primary wire. On the other hand, 
Signor Marconi vuétiizes electric waves 
of very high frequency, and his plan is 
dependent upon the rise and fall of clecirie 
force in any givets sphere. It may he 
taken for granted «hat both methols will 
be tested during the experiments beiwcen 
Guernsey and Sark. The one thing that 
remains is to fix a date for these, and 
that will be done withia the next week 
or twu. 

The past achievements of the G. P. O. 
engineers With wireless telegraphy carry 
them long way toward success in the 
channel islapds. Tako one case. Two 
years ago thé cable between Oban and the 
isle of Mull broke down amd no ship was 
available to repair it, In the circumstances 
an eliort was tnade to establish commu- 
nicat.on by means of parallel wires on 
each site of the strait. In other words, 
signals were transmitted across the strait— 
for the effurt was entirely successful—-by 
electro-niagnetic waves, On Salisbury 
plam Signor Marconi has sent messages 
aiong tour miles of space. In the Bristol 
oLannel eight miles have been cvovered, 
nor Was that for a moment regarded as a 
limit.

A Diplomatic Mystery. 
From The Youth's Companion. 

The chief mystery of Kuropean diplomacy 
is Russian inaction when tne goai of her 
ambition is apparent within reach. 

Jn 1885 Rusgia’s progress toward Constan- 
tinopie Was Diocked by France and Kngiaid 
in the Crimean war, and in 1818, When peace 
was dictated al lune gates of tne susan'’s 
Cupital, lord beaconsicid Compelied the re- 
Vision Of the treaty al (he Congress of Ber- 
lin. 

ihe conditions of statecraft have changed, 
and KRussia’s march toward Constantinupie 
now seems tO be unopposed; yet sne hesi- 
tates to go on, even when tne Armenian 
massacre, the (Cretan revoli and the Greek 
invasion of ‘urkey have given her favora- 
bie Opportunities tor decisive action. 

A sceond Crimean was is clearly impossi- 
ble. France is Russita’s closest ally and 
England will never fight another battie for 
the Turk. Russia has no longer any cause 
tor dreading a renewal of Lord Beacuna- 
field's tactics, by which her ambitions were 
baffied after her last campaign with ‘Tur- 
key. England, appalled by recent exhibi- 
tions of ‘turkish barbarity, is prepared to 
sanction a Russian occupation of Con- 
stantinople. 

Germany is also bent upon supporting 
Russia at all hazards. The German em- 
peror, while compeliing Bismarck to spend 
his o!d age in retirement, has followed the 
veteran’s general policy, which was to cul- 
tivate intimate relations with Russia while 
making a defensive alliance with Austria- 
Hungary and Italy. The Russian-French 
alliance has tended to intensify Germany's 
anxiety to remain on the best possibi terms 
with Russia. 

This was the secret motive of the Ger- 
man emperor’s recent visit to St. Peters- 
burg, when he was received by the tsar 
with pomp and cordialjty befitiing a pow- 
erful ally. 

Austria-Hungary made a secret treaty 
with Russia before the Russo-Turkish war 
of 1877, by which she agreed to take Bos- 
nia and the Herzegovina in return for 
whatever advantages the tsar might derive 
from conquest. The dual monarchy se- 
cured the promised provinces. Another 
bargain between the two powers, which will 
give Austria-Hungary further territorial 
“compensation,’’ will probably be made be- 
fore Russia resumes the march toward 
Constantinople. 

Why, then, nas Russia hesitated? Ap- 
parentiy England’s neutrality, IF rénch co- 
operation, Germany’s secret aid and Aus- 
tria-Hungary’s willingness to accept ter- 
ritorial compensations were well assured. 
Yet Russia, with the way to Constantino- 
ple open, has Tung back. 

Whoever traveis in Russia and witnesses 
the superstitious reverence paid to holy 
places, icdhs and religgpus relics, under- 
stands one of the red@sons for inaction. 
Holy Russia, with her intense religious 
feeling, covets Jerusalem as well as Con- 
stantinople. She is waiting until both 
prizes can fall into her hands. She does 
not want one without the other. 

This. too. explains the Russian-French 
alliance and the attentions showered, upon 
President Faure in St. Petersburg fn re- 
turn for the tsar’s magnificent reception in 
Paris. France is the ore Roman Cath odlic 
nation in Europe which may interfere with 
Russian aspirations for Jerusalem. Hence 
the attempts by Russia to strengthen ar- 
tificiany the bonds between the two coun- 
tries. 

A scheme of partition by which the Holy 
Land would pass into the hands of France 
in exchange for Russia’s occupation of 
Constantinople would not satisfy Greek 
Christianity. Hence the eastern question 
remains open, with the tsar as the sul- 
tan’s chief protector. .

As The Constitution said, the 
gang, upon seeing the web woven so closely 
around them, made a pell-mell rush to turn 
state’s evidence, Jim Harris having beat 
the others. The remainder of the gang find- 
were interminably hemmed 1n, 
are now trying to drag down every man 
they can and are recklessly swearing away 
the character of reputable citizens. 

“T don’t deny,’’ containued Mr. Reynolds, 
“that some merchants are suspected, but 
they are the ones that have set up business 
puryosciy to dispose of goods secured by 
Bohannon and his gang. Those who have 
been indicted court the freest examination— 
in fact, demand it.”’ 

Some or Waiton’s merchants who have 
been summoned before the grand jury tes- 
tified that they refused to buy goods from 
Bohannon, They did not betieve that he 
came bv them honestly. He had no regu- 
lar business and the price at which he 
offered the articles convinced some of the 
witnesses that he was not an agent or 
broker, as he sometimes claimed, 

Mr. R. H. Baxer, the foreman of the 
grand jury, is manager of one of Tapp & 
Co's. department stores. Mr. Baker has 
taken an active part in the investigation, 
Many merchants have complained. for a 
long time tnat tiey were suffering 
cause they would not purchase from Bo- 
hannon. They said they could not com- 
pete with rivals who were getting their 
goods at low prices from the car robbers.

He once 
had a large quantity of the plunder hauled 
to Tunnel Hill, on the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, where he loaded a ear, 
which he shipped to Pine Bluff, consign- 
ing it to one of his gang. The car was 
reshipped from Pine Bluff to Texarkana, 
where Bohannon went and opened an auc- 
tion house and disposed of the booty at 
any price which he could get. He was ac- 
companied on this trip by a woman who 
lived here. She is now under indictment 
and has disappeared.

‘For her oldest son, the crown prince, 
the queen found a suitable partner nearly 
thirty yeas ago in Princess Lowisa, 
daugnter of the king of Sweden and Nor- 
way. Her oldest daugnter became the 
princess of Wales, and her second daugh- 
ter the wife of Altexander Ill, and motner 
of tne present tsar or Russia. 

Her second son, after his election as 
king of Greece, married a Russian grand 
ducness. With one grandson on 
the Russian throne, and another 
the duke of York, destined to reign in iung- 
land, and with two other grandsons heirs 
to the crowns of Denmark and Greece, 
Q@©ueen Louise may be described as the 
grandmother of four emperors and kings. 

Two other marriages this adroit maich- 
maker has arranged.

Queen Louise, having married off all her 
children with marked success has begun to 
arrange a new series of alliances for her 
grandchildren. Her theory has been that 
the reigning house of a feeble country like 
Denmark can be converted into a center o1 
influence in Europe by discreet, but am- 
bitious. marriages. She acted upon this 
principle when sne advised her grandson, 
the crown prince of Greece, to marry a 
sister of the German emperor. 

The queen is not only a match-maker, 
but also a woman of great force of char- 
acter and a good mind. Her influence has 
been felt in the family councils through- 
out Europe. The late tsar and the present 
emperor of Russia have aitached great 
weight to ther advice. Copenhagen has 
been the capital where for two generations 
the Russian imperial family have been fre- 
quent visitors, and where they have thrown 
off the cares of state.

| BROOKLYN'S BOOKS 


ARE BADLY MIXED 


Expert Accountants F:ad Discrepancies 
in Accounts of $5,000,000. 


RECORDS CANNOT BE FOUND 


Disagreements Exist Between Books of 
Different, Departments. 


THE LEDGERS ARE NOT IN BALANCE 


The Examiners Declare That the Ac- 
counts Are Extremely Faulty 
and Inaccurate. 


New York, October §.—Comptroller Fitch's 
expert accountants who have been at work 
investigating the records and accounts of 
Brooklyn, preparatory to consolidation, 
have found discrepancies in accounts 
amounting to $5,000,000. 

It is alleged that the records of the towns 
of Flatlands, Flatbush, New Lots, New 
Uttrech and Gravesend, which the officials 
of these towns claim were turned over to 
the comptroller and corporation counsel of 
Brookiyn when they were merged into 
Brooklyn, cannot be found and their ab- 
sence interferes materially with a proper 
investigation. There are disagreements be- 
tween the books of the comptroller of 
Brooklyn and those of the registrar of ar- 
rears. 

In the department of arrears is the ut- 
most confusion in the records. The iedgers, 
some 225 in number, containing over 200,000 
accounts, are not In balance, and apparent- 
ly have never been balanced, and while on 
January 1, 1897, the balance to the debit of 
the registrar of arrears on the books of 
the comptroller was $8,415,128, the balance 
earried by the registrar of -arrears Gs 
representing taxes and assessments. in 
arrears Was $3,714,826, and while the general 
ledger shows that arrears of taxes prior 
to 1893 have been overpaid $17,253, the ward 
ledgers disclose many items of unpaid 
taxes, 

The experts allege that “the books of 
account of the city of Brooklyn and of the 
county of Kings are extremely faulty in 
method and inaccurate in detail and do not 
truthfully set forth the assets and ‘iabili- 
tiles of the city and county.” 

The experts also report that upon the 
basis of the assessed valuation of rea! 
estate in 1896 the net bonded debt was on 
October 6, 1897, as set forth in the books 
of the comptroller of Brooklyn, only $481,907 
less than the constitutional limit of in- 
debtednéss, and that based on the assessed 
real estate valuation of 1897 it was on Oc- 
tober 6, 1897, including awards made for 
bonds not yet issued only $914,167 less than 
the constitutional limit of indebtedness. 
The city of New York is now $49,624,182 
within the constitutional limit of its in- 
debtedness.,

THE HALL BILL 
GOES THROUL 


i It Will Be Presented as the Ma- 


jority Penitentiary Report 
THE REAL FIGHT IS POSTPONED 


Minority Will Present a Bill in Opposi- 
{lon on October 25th. 


POLITICS «NOW ENTERS INTO IT 


Claim Is Made That an Administration 
Ring Is Being Formed and Kick- 
ers Will Provide for Elec- 
tion of Commissioners 
by Legislature. 


The gentlemen who form the sub-commit- 
tee of the joint penitentiary committees of 
the house and s2nate agreed yesterday to 
disagree. 

They met early in the. mornirg and con- 
tinued in session until late in the afternoon, 
when they decided to report the Hall bill 
back to the joint committee with a recom- 
mendation favoring it as a skeleton meas- 
ure, but not indorsing it in its present 
shape as an ordinance to be eracted into 
law. Every member of the sub-committee 
favors the plan outlined in the Dill, but 
there is unquestionably a majority which 
disapproves of those sections which refer 
powers on the proposed prison commission 
which might properly be exercised by the 
legislature. 

The opposition took the position that the 
principles for which they fought might as 
well be considered by the main body as by 
the sub-committee, and, after a whole day 
of talk, the following brief report, written 
by Senator Shropshire, was adopted as an 
accompaniment of the Hall bill and the 
schedule of properties offered the state for 
the proposed penitentiary site: 

The Committee’s Report. 

“We, the joint sub-committee appointed 
by your body to draft a bill and furnish in- 
formation to you as we may think of use 
looking to a disposition of the convict ques- 
tion, have to submit the following report: 

“We submit for your consideration the 
bill sent you, which was adopted by a ma- 
jority vote of the committee, who believed 
it the most comprehensive measpre touch- 
ing the subject. The committee has care- 
fully studied the same by sections, and 
while perfection in form and substance, is 
not now claimed for it, yet it is hoped that, 
should it or a similar measure be finally 
enacted into law, that the committee has 
saved much of your time and the time of 
the legislature. 

‘The time at the disposal of the commit- 
tee was entirely too limited to furnish such 
definite facts and figures as might be of 
aid to your body, but the committee feels 
justified in referring you to the proper .ies 
piesented to the committee as contained in 
the prospectus <ent you, and also the in- 
formation contained in the advance sheets 
of the report of the principal keeper of the 
penitentiary.” 

Mr. Felder Kicks. 

This was the net result of the commit- 
tee’s labors during the day. The session 
was enlivened by brisk arguments between 
the members, and Representative Felder, 
of Fulton county, took the position of pro- 
nounced opposition that gave a new turn 
to the discussion. 

“I want to put myself on record now,” 
te said, ‘‘as opposed to this bill, and I 
want to warn all you gentlemen that those 
of you who vote for it will have to hang 
their harps on the weeping willow tree of 
political oblivion. The taxpayers of the 
state won’t have Jt.” 

Senator Atkinson took the position that 
the bill was too incomplete and indefinite 
in its present form to meet with his ap- 
proval, but that he proposed to vote for 
it as a measure which laid the keel for an 
ordinance that the entire legislature would 
favor. He said that he felt it to be his 
duty as a member of the sub-committee to 
make some tangible report back to the 
joint committee, and that the Hall- bill was 
a basis on which all the conflicting inter- 
ests could get together. He was followed 
by Senator Shrépshire, who said that his 
opposition to the bill could readily be over- 
come in the joint committee, but that he 
did not want to go on record as favoring 
a majority report that would prevent an 
expression of his views at a later date. 


Cook Settles It. 

The willingness of Senator Shropshire 
to sign a majority report, which simply 
presented the Hall bill as a foundation 
and not as a complete ordinance, led 
Chairman Cook to make _ = an inquiry 
which practically settled the work of the 
committee. Senator Cook has been both 
consistent and persistent in opposing those 
sections of the Hall bill which give to the 
proposed prison commission power to- pur- 
chase any sort of property in any part of 
Georgia and to work thereon any convicts 
at any enterprise which they might see 
fit. ‘ 
He expressed his objections to the bill in 
this respect and asked to what extent the 
members of the sub-committee were to be 
pound by the report proposed by Senator

Shropshire. Representative Hall in reply 
said that he had never claimed more for 
his measure than that it was a frame 
work on which the legislature could build 
a new penitentiary system. He said that 
he had no personal pride in the matter, 
and that he would gladly support either 
an entirely new bill or any amendment to 
his bill which would help to remedy the 
existing evil. He said that the adoption 
of Senator Shropshire’s report would not 
prevent any member of the sub-committee 
from introducing elther amendments or 
minority reports, and he joined with all the 
other speakers in saying it was their duty 
to present something to the joint commit- 
tee as a tangible basis of actiqn. 

The Question of Politics. 

With this understanding the bill was 
favorably reported to the joint commit- 
tee and no man today is in a position to 
say what the joint committee will do with 
it. They will meet on October 25th and 
will have two days in which to consider 
and arrange their report to the legisla- 
ture. The Hall biil is cert ta come 
before them as a direct proposition for 
convict reform, and there is no assurance 
now that this bill will be opposed by 
any other. Representative Hall has placed 
the opponents of his measure in a position 
where they are compelled to follow him 
or to suggest a better plan. 

There is not a bit of doubt that a mi- 
nority report will be presented. Its exact 
phraseology cannot be told now, but it 
begins to look as if an effort would be 
made to create the impression that Gov- 
ernor Atkinson, through Chairman Hall 
and others, was trying to concentrate in 
the executive absolute power over the 
entire penitentiary system. If this impres- 
sion is created the opponents of the bill 
will unquestionably propose that the 
prison commissioners be elected by the 
legislature and will so curtail their pow- 
ers as to place the veto authority in the 
hands of the committee of the legislature. 

Such a minority report may or may not 
be presented. It all depends upon the 
temper and the determination of the mi- 
nority of the sub-committee.

The result of yesterday’s election 
speaks for itself. The candidates chosen 
by the people to carry on municipal leg- 
islation and regulate municipal affairs 
are all men of experience and ability, 
and all will work together for the best 
interests of Atlanta. 

Equally as gratifying as the final re- 
sult is the character of the campaign 
that led up toit. lrom the beginning 
to the end there has been no sign of a 
factional fight. Various “tickets” were 
proposed in the interest of various can- 
didates, but these were promptly 
smashed at the polis. All the prelimin- 
aries were arranged in the best of hu- 
mor, and the canvass was conducted in 
the quietest and most orderly manner. 

There has been no incident of an} 
sort having a tendency to destroy the 
harmony of those whose aim and de 
sire is to promote the best interests of 
Atlanta. No disturbing element has 
been injected into the campaign, and 
no unpleasant discussion has occurred. 
In short, the methods that have marred, 
and the incidents that have character- 
ized former municipal campaigns were 
conspicuously lacking in yesterday’s 
primary. The use of money seems to 
have been practically abolished, and, 
along with it, all those disagreeable 
features which formerly characterized 

the ‘culmination of a municipal cam- 
paign. 

The absence of these features yester- 
day demonstrates the fact that a primary 
participated in by the people is the fair- 
est and most wholesome method of mak- 
ing nominations. It practically removes 
the purchaseable element, insures hon- 
esty and fairness in the election, ana 
promotes the higher interests of the peo- 
ple and party. 

A contrast to the situation here anti 
one that offers an unanswerable argu- 
ment in favor of short campaigns and 
primaries, is presented by the municipal 
contest in Augusta. The campaign in 
that city has been going on a month, 
and still has two months to run. As 
there has been and is to be no primary, 
the city is in a high state of excitemenr 
politically speaking. Ward meetings are 
held every night, and nothing is thought 
of but the contest. All the disturbing 
elements are taking part in the cam- 
paign, and the result is, heat, confusion 
and excitement. . 

We know by the experience of this 
city that such a contest, long drawn 
out, is disturbing to business and not 
calculated to promote the harmony and 
unity that are so vital to the welfare 
of a city. 

Atlanta, fortunately, has solved the 
problem. Instead of a chaotic and long- 
drawn out contest, in which faction is 
arraye@ against faction, we have here 
a short campaign and primary, the re- 
sult of which not only settles the dis- 
pute, but disposes of all the disturbing 
elements that enter into a promiscuous 
campaign. By means of short cam- 
paigns and primaries, Atlanta has dem- 
onstrated that it is possible to pack a 
good deal of politics in a short and small 
space, and still maintain intact the har- 
mony and unity so essential to the well- 
being of a municipality. 

The contest which has just closed 
would have been a very heated and pro- 
miscuous one if the result had been left 
to the decision of all the various ele 
ments which used to enter into and proiit 
by a municipal contest. But the pri- 
mary intervened and left the result to 
the decision of those who had no am- 
bition nor desire in the matter but to 
promote the best interests of the city. 

That this has been done is shown by 
the character of the ticket nominated 
yesterday. The gentlemen chosen are 
in every way worthy to become a part 
of the administration of this ambitious 
and growing city.

A National Quarantine System. 

Such is the critical embarrassment en- 
tailed upon the trade and commerce of 
this section by the harsh, conflicting 
and unnecessary quarantine measures 
which have been in force for several 
weeks past throughout the gulf states 
that congress will, no doubt, be called 
upon at its approaching session in De- 
cember to take some action in the mat- 
ter. 

Of course by the time congress meets 
in December the yellow fever scare will 
have spent itself, but the adoption of 
some vigorous and uniform quarantine 
measure within the next few months 
will serve to prevent a similar occur- 
rence of trade paralysis in the future, 
As matters now stand, the commercial! 
interests of the south are wholly at the 
mercy of ridiculous and unwarranted 
quarantine measures; and scarcely a 
day passes without giving rise to some 
development which grievously empha- 
sizes the need of certtralized and unl- 
form regulations. 

In a recent editorial bearing upon the 
vellow fever situation in the south, The 
New York Herald strongly supports the 
stand taken by The Constitution in re- 
gard to uniform regulations. Deploring 
the confusion which exists in trade cir- 
cles throughout the south on account of 
the yellow fever scare, the New York 
paper observes that already more dis- 
tress and real suffering have resulted 
from local quarantine measures than 
from the vellow fever itself. The Her 
ald contends that what is needed under 
present conditions is a national quaran- 
tine law broad and powerful enough 
to reconcile all differences between 10: 
cal authorities and bring them at the 
same time under the harmonizing influ- 
ence of centralized organization. “It is 
a matter of history,” says The Herald 
“that, whenever a contagious disease is 
scattered over wide districts of country 
and a serious epidemic is anticipated, 
not only does each state make its own 
regulations and establish its 
own system of quarantine, but any giv- 
en town claims a like privilege, and. 
seemingly, acts as independent in its own 
particular interests as if no other locali- 
ty deserved recognition.” 

This is precisely the trouble which 
exists today in the south. Every town, 
village and city in which the yellow 
fever scare is felt endeavors to maintain 
its own peculiar system of quarantine. 
and, naturally, the situation is one of 
grave confusion. Not only is there a 
total lack of harmony between the vari- 
ous quarantine measures now in force 
throughout the gulf states, but what is 
even more embarrassing to our commer 
cial interests, some of these measures 
are absolutely without excuse or Trea- 
son. 

In advance of the approaching session 
of congress in December The Constitu- 
tion urgently ecommends to our national 
law-makers the importance of devising 
some measure looking to a permanent 
removal of the evils of the quarantine 
system which are now distressing the 
south. 


Cotton and Other Things. 

A feature of the situation which should 
have a stimulating influence on the cot- 
ton market is the long-continued drought 
which, for six weeks or more, has ex- 
tended over four or five states in the 
heart of the cotton-growing region. This 
drought has sapped the vitality of the 
weed, and done irreparable damage to 
the top crop. 

Such are the reports that come to us. 
Those who are inclined to wonder why 
this does not help the price of cotton 
should bear in mind the fact that Mr. 
Neill’s “guess” as to the size of the 
crop was filed in Liverpool before the 
drought began, and over in that country 
the spinners do not allow facts to inter- 
fere with the effect of Mr. Neill’s reports. 
Drought or no drought, his “guess’”’ will 
stand until the crop is out of the hands 
of the farmers, and then he will cut his 
“suess” down to suit circumstances. 
Whereupon, prices will go up to some ex- 
tent. 

Another factor is the low prfce of cot- 
ton goods. American spinners are not 
willing to pay higher prices for cotton 
unless they see some prospect of better 
prices for the manufactured goods. As 
it happens, the southern farmers and 
those who depend on the price of cotton 
for the amount of money they have to 
spend, constitute the largest buyers of 
cotton goods in this country, and their 
ability to buy liberally depends wholly 
on the amount of money that is brought 
into their pockets by the sale of cotton. 

It is obvious to all except the gold men 
that the higher the price of cotton the 
more money will come into the south. 
if the farmers were getting 10 cents 
a pound for their cotton instead of but 
little more than 5 cents, they would have 
$2 to spend where they have $1 now. 
It is true the money would not be as 
“sound” as the gold men desire, for it 
would not buy as much cotton as it now 
does, but it would be “sound” enough 
for the farmers and for the rest of the 
country at all events. On the other 
hand, it is equally obvious that when 
the price of cotton is low the farmers 
and those who depend on them have 
less to spend, and there is less to go into 
trade and business. 

The tariff was warranted to raise the 
price of cotton goods by means of high- 
er duties on the imported article; but 
in the accomplishment of this purpose 
the tariff seems to be the dismalest of 
failures. And so now we have the dead- 
lock between the price of the raw ma- 
terial and the price of the manufactured 
article. One can’t go up. because the 
other won't; and so there you have it. 

Meanwhile, between Neill’s guesses, 
government reports, and the heavy crop 
grown on the floor of the New York cot- 
ton exchange, the farmers of the south 
seem to have been caught out in very 

inclement weather. But we are an opti- 
mistic crowd down here. When the 
gold men cry out that we are having 
prosperity because the dollar has depre- 
ciated as compared with wheat, we re- 
echo the cry of the man who whirls the 


| wheel of fortune—‘Let’er roll! let’er 


roll!” Hspecially, kind sirs, let’er roll 
in this direction. It is what we have 
pleaded and argued for, what we havé 
prayed for. 

We can enjoy the improved condition 
of the wheat growers, but how much 
keener would be our enjoyment if the 
condition of the southern farmers were 
improving—that is to say, if they were 
getting 9 or 10 cents for their cotton. 
We are less opposed to sound prices 
than we are to “sound” money, 

And this reminds us that those won- 
derful polemists, the gold organs, have 
never yet informed us why they are so 
well pleased with the partial deprecia- 
tion of their once “sound” currency. 


Free Delivery in the Rural Districts. 

What is td hinder the United States 
government from extending its free de- 
livery postal system in such a manner as 
to include the rural districts? 

At the present time only the larger 
centers of population enjoy the benefits 
of this system. The rural districts are 
left entirely without adequate facilities; 
and our industrious and hard-working 
farmers, many of whom live miles away 
from these populous centers, are neces- 
sarily put to great inconvenience. In 
order to get their mails they are frequent- 
ly forced to choose between neglecting 
their crops at a time when careful over- 
sight is required or allowing their mails 
to accumulate until they become too 
old for any use. Of course the degree 
of inconvenience depends upon the dis- 
tance from the postoffice in each case. 

With the extension of the free deliv- 
ery system our farmers would not only be 
spared much of the inconvenience to 
which they are now subjected, but what 
is even more essential to their interests 
in this progressive age of the world, 
they would be enabled with less difficul- 
ty to keep up with the times. If our 
national prosperity depends upon the 
well-being of the farmer, how vastly 
important it is that our national law- 
makers should seek. by wise and judi- 
cious methods to ameliorate the farmer's 
condition. 

Of course one objection to extending 
the free delivery postal system, and per- 
haps the main one, is the cost which 
such a measure would necessitate, In 
round numbers the cost of extending 
the system has been roughly estimated 
at $50,000,000. These figures may be ex- 
cessive; but, even if correct, they should 
constitute no barrier to the adoption of 
@ measure which is urgently demanded 
by every consideration of justice and 
economy. 

Recent information received from 
Washington states. that experiments in 
the free delivery system, as applied 
to the rural districts, in cer- 
tain localities, have been highly 
successful, and that our national law- 
makers, at the approaching session of 
congress, will be asked to consider the 
advisability of extending the present 
system. This is gratifying news to our 
farmers, and the hope which it kindles 
should inspire them to stil more zealous 
efforts in the future, °

“On Probation.” 

“The Atlanta Constitution,” says The 
Washington Post, “has adopted the good 
old Methodist plan of taking prosper- 
ity in approbation.” 

This is true. We take it in, test it and 
enjoy it to the best of our ability,. but, 
having the ups and downs “of the past 
quarter of a century in mind, we are 
inclined to be somewhat suspicious— 
the more so when we perceive some of 
the long-headed republican editors 
warning candidates and orators not to 
make too much fuss over the: fact that 
the foreign wheat crop is short this 
year, nor take too much credit for the 
fact. 

We presume this advice was given 
on account of Mr. Hanna’s blasphemous 
suggestion that God is a republican and 
that He securged the foreign nations 
with famine crops in order to promote 
the political success of the republicans 
in Ohio. At any rate, it is very whole- 
some advice, not only for the repub- 
licans, but for the gold organs which, 
in their blindress, are throwing some 
of their most precious arguments to the 
winds in order to prove that the gold 
standard is responsible for the pros- 
perity that has made its appearance as 
the result of higher prices of farm 
products. 

We can enjoy this prosperity as long 
as it lasts, and heartily desire its con- 
tinuance. We could enjoy it, indeed, if it 
came in a way to uproot and destroy 
all the axioms that have been piled up 
by economists, and all the doctrines 
that philosophers have formulated, At 
the same time we cannot help feeling 
that a continuance of short wheat crops 
in foreign countries is not a part of the 
plans of Providence. Next year, it may 
be, Mr. Hanna will not be a candidate, 
and, in that event, there will be no rea- 
son, even from the republican point of 
view, for short wheat crops in foreign 
lands. Nevertheless, we hope that some- 
thing will happen to promote a continu- 
ation of the symptoms of prosperity 
without the necessity of depending on 
famine abroad. 

Meanwhile we take pleasure in again 
calling the attention of the gold organs 
and “sound” money men to the fact 
that there was not even a sign of pros- 
perity in sight until their “honest” dole 
lar began to depreciate. Has not a great 
wrong been done to some one by this 
depreciation? Think of the unfortunate 
money owners whose dollars have lost 
30 and 50 per cent of their purchasing 
power as the result of the rise in wheat, 
wool and other farm products. Have the 
gold organs no sympathy for these? 

For our part, we welcome prosperity 
on these terms. We welcome it because 
it has actually verified the arguments 
of the democrats that we cannot have 
prosperity until a part of the purchasing 
power of the dollar is transferred to 
the products of labor.

At Any Old Price. 

The sub-committee received another offer 
of property as a site for the proposed pen- 
itentlary yesterday, and in one way it ts 
the most desirable of them all. The Da- 
vitte Mining, Manufacturing and Construc- 
ing Company sent Chairman Cook a letter 
Inviting the state to purchase a Piece of 
property in north Georgia known as Ball 
mountain “at price and terms to be fixed 
by you.” It was the most liberal offer of 
them all, and only Senator Shropshire 
found fault with It. 

“Before we charge these gentlemen for 
taking this property off their hands,” he 
said, “we ought to insert a proviso that 
they keep the mountain in good repair.”’ 

The committee split on this proposition, 
and the letter was finally turned over to 
Secretary Hardin without action. The 
mountain {s of solid limestone and is sit- 
uated fifty-six miles north of Atlanta and 
four miles west of Rockmart. 


New Roof Wanted. 

The capitol needs a new roof. The tin 
roof which was put on at a cost of $40,000, 
ls elght years old. and it is leaking badly 
in places. Over the state library a leak has 
loosened the plastering in several spots, one 
several yards square, The average life of 
a tin roof is ten years and that time js 
nearly up. The roof was put on early in 
1889. 

It has been suggested that the legislature 
should provide for a copper roof, which 
would cost about $75,000, but would last a 
lifetime. The matter was presented to a 
legislative committee last fall, but they 
took no notice of it. Before long the roof 
will be bad that the work cannot be 
longer delayed. There és sor-e doubt, how- 
ever, about the next legislature’s making 
the needful appropriation. 

The Governor Goes Shy. 
of the most troublesome duttes of 
the governor is the manipulation of the 
contingent fund. The last legislature left 
it at the old figure of $16,000, but out of this 
the senate demanded electric lights, which 
are being put in at a cost of $600. The 
dome of the capitol had to be painted, and 
that cost $00. The governor is, therefore, 
about $1,100 short on this fund, which was 
not calculated to provide for these items,

Warning to Tax Collectors. 

Comptroller General Wright wants every 
tax collector in the state to collect his taxes 
promptly and turn them in. He will take 
no excuses for delay. In an official letter 
which he has sent to aji the collectors he 
says: 

“The legislature empowers and requires 
me to cause the taxes to be collected by 
the 20th of December next. and upon faii- 
ure of any tax collector to do so, it is 
nade my duty to issue fi. fas. against each 
and every collector who has failed to set- 
tle his account, and to place said fi. fas. 
in the hands of an officer for collection. I 
shall therefore obey the law, andit is 
strictly enjoined upon you to give the pub- 
lic the notice required by section 934 of 
the code, paragraph 6, at as early a day 
as practicable, in order that the people 
may have ample opportunity to pg their 
taxes, so that you can settle your account 
— this office at the time required by 
aw. 

“Taxes are a necessity and must be paid 
and it is much easier to collect them be- 
fore than after December. The law re- 
quires the payment of taxes before any 
Other debt (see code, section 812). I there- 
fore urge upon you the necessity of so 
arranging your dates and appointments 
that you may be able to collect the taxes 
vuring the months of September, October 
and November. I[ now forewarn you that 
the law relating to defaulting collectors 
will be strictly and rigidly enferced, and 
the securities on your bond notified if your 
settlements are not promptly made,”

Inent minister say, in the general assembly 
of the Presbyterian church, that the south- 
ern church should publish its own church 
literature, its own hymn books, etc., and 
that when he went into the pulpit and 
opened a hymn book and saw that it was 
published in Boston he lost his devotional 
spirit.

A Sign of ‘Improvement. 


Editor Consutution—My opinion ag to the 
special significance of the marked increased 
use of fertilizers by the farmers of the 
state is: 

First, Doing nothing but farm, and talk- 
ing little else and beng familiar with the 
thoughts of other farmers and knowing 
the special interest they all have taken 
for the last decade in the matter of fertil- 
ization, I confess I would be surprised if 
the tabié you refer to had not shown 
marked growth. lvery farmer now knows 
what phosphate is, for what it is’ used and 
how it is used. Every one knows the char- 
acter of lands needing potash and knows 
as much about Kainit as does the profes- 
ser. Every farmer Knows the price of 
ammonia, the sources from which it is 
obtained. And the use of fertilizers has 
by reason of this knowledge become a 
universally acknowledged necessity for all 
farmers. 

Second—You ask, is it a good sign? 

If. it is good to be informed, it is a good 
sign. The fact of increased production of 
the fields instead of being a reason for 
the disuse of fertilizers, is and will be a 
fixed reason for the larger use of it. Fer- 
tilizers are to agriculture what coal {fs to 
the industrial world. It might as well be 
asked if it Is a bad sign to note the re- 
markable increase of the consumption of 
coal. Every practical farmer knows that 
from three to five hundred pounds is near- 
er the proper amount that should be used, 
and they all are feeling their way up to 
those figures. It is the only way to com- 
pete with Texas. Our lands are getting 
richer every year by use of these mineral 
fertilizers. We will cease to use it when it 
ceases to inerease the yield of our fields, 
but not before. 

Third—In England the Cheshire practice 
is to use one and a half tons of bone per 
acfe on pasture lands at a cost of $40 per 
acre. Lime in Berwickshire is used at a 
cost from $15 to $20 per acre. Kainit for 

otatoes at 200 pounds per acre. Now the 
armers are not-yet using any such gums on 
their lands, but they speak English and 
will as surely grow up to it as the Eng- 
lish farmer. 

I] use something over 140 tons on my 
farm. but should use double that amount.

Free Coinage of Silver Dollars. 

Editor Constitution—To what extent is 

the government now coining silver money? 
HENRY. 

The government is coining silver dollars, 
but it is not buying new silver. The silver 
which it uses is that which it gained, tn 
the shape of bullion, under the act of July 
14, 1890, the purchase clause of which act 
was repealed November 1, 1893. The. Sher- 
man notes are redeemable in gold or silver 
coin, at the discretion of the secretary of 
the treasury, and that part of the act of 
July 14, 1890, still stands. That act pro- 
vided that there should be coined, of the 
bullion purchased under the act, enough 
éilver dollars to meet all demands for the 
redemption of the Sherman notes in silver 
coin. This is why silver dollars are con- 
stantly being co'ned, although no new 
silver has been purchased by the govern- 
ment since November 1, 189%. Fifty dollars 
in greenbacks must be presented at a sub- 
treasury in order to be redeemed.

Three Members Excluded from Seventh 
Baptist Church.

The Preacher’s Wife and the Deacon 
Were Jointly Charged. 


THE PREACHER DEFENDED HIS WiFt 


With a Big Stick He Stood Up in Con- 
ference and Called One of the 
Deacons a Liar. 


“My wife is as pure as an angel,"’ saic 
Rev. Frank Smith as he angrily faced tne 
‘congregation in the Seventh Baptist 
church with a big stick in his hand and 
defended the character of his wife, against 
whom charges had been prought. 

Despite the strong defense of the hus- 
band, Mrs. Smith was excluded from the 
church. Deacon R. W. Bennett and Rev. 
Smith were also turned out of the Sev- 
enth. 

Deacon Bennett and Mrs. Smith were 
jointly charged with unchristian conduct. 
The board of deacons had constituted it- 
self into a committee of the church to 
investigate the charges of undue intimacy 
alleged to be existing between Mr. Bennett 
and Mrs. Smith. The committee of inves- 
tigation consisted of the following named 
deacons: W. T. Roberts, Eli Jenkins, P. 
L. Fuller and Deacons Allen and Criswell. 
Bennett being coneerned in the 
charges was not asked to investigate his 
own case, 

This committee made its report at the 
regular monthiy conference Wednesday 
night. At the time of making the report 
the charges were preferred. The charge 
as stated in church was that of unchristian 
conduct. . 

Mr. Smith was on hand to defend his 
wife’s qaaracter. When the committee re- 
ported that it had found the charges al- 
leged against Mrs. Smith and Deacon Ben- 
nett to be true, Mr. Smith was ready to 
meet it. Deacon Roberts read the charge 
and report. 

This started the row. 

Mr. Smith Makes Defense. 

Preacher Smith was already on his feet 
and he began walking excitedly around 
the @hurch auditorium.- He said that his 
wife was pure and that her character was 
of the best. Rev. Mr. Hoffman, of the 
Taird Baptist church, who had been sum- 
moned as moderator, tried to stop Mr. 
smith. Mr. Smith refused to be stopped. 
He had something to say and was deter- 
mined to say it. 

According to the accounts of chureh 
members, the irate husband walked back 
to the organ and picked up a big . stick 
which he had there. Witb this formidable 
weapon in his hand he stood up before the 
congregation and finished his remarks. 

The lie was passed several times, if all 
reports are true. Reliable churchmen Say 
that Mr. Smith called Deacon Fuller a 
liar and it is reported that several other 
deacons were given the lie 

Deacons Remain Cool. 

All of the deacons were too cvol-headed 
to resent any of Mr. Smith’s words. They 
quietly took the insults in the best possible 
manner. One of the deacons stated yester- 
day that he did not bear Mr. Smith any 
ill will for the insults. 

Mr. Bennett was very quiet during the 
session of conference. The members of the 
congregation say that he acted in a very 
gentlemanly manner. All of the members 
seem to commend him for his behavior 
under the circumstances. 

When the ballot was taken on whether 
or not Mr. Bennett and Mrs. Smith should 
be excommunicated, the vote was that 
they should be excluded from the fellow- 
ship of the church. Mr. Smith’s actions 
during the conference were such that 
charges were at once preferred against 
him and he was excluded with his wife. 

It is said that this so angered the preach- 
er that he’ preferred charges of drunken- 
ness against a married daughter of Deacon 
Fuller. The lady at once arose and said 
that she had drank some wine at her sis- 
ter’s wedding and that it had made her 
sick. As the majority of the church mem- 
bers knew this to be true, they cheerfully 
excused the lady from the charge. 

Pastor Spinks Resigns. 

Rev. J. W. Spinks, who was pastor of the 
Seventh Baptist, resigned the pastorate 
last Sunday. He did not leave the church 
because of any trouble, but because his 
two other churches demanded so much of 
his time that he was unable to give the 
Seventh more than two Sundays a month, 
und he said that the church should have 
preaching every Sunday. He has recom- 
mended Rev. W. A. Dabb, of Roswell, who 
will preach a trial sermon next Sunday. 

Rev. Mr. Spinks in speaking of the 
Smith-Bennett trouble yesterday sald that 
he and all the members of the church re- 
gretted the matter very much. He was not 
present at the conference, but had heard 
of the action of Mr. Smith and it had sur- 
prised him exceedingly, as he had always 
regarded Mr. Smith as being a model man. 
Mr. Spinks said that both Mr. Bennett and 
Mr. Smith had always acted like thorough 
gentlemen and Christians in the church 
and that the whole trouble was caused by 
smith’s wife, about whom there had been 
a great deal of talk. ; 

New Superintendent Named. 

Deacon Bennett was the Sunday school 
superintendent, but since his exclus.on from 
the church a new one was necessary. Mr. 
Dot Owens his been selected for this 
place. 

Deacon P. L. Fuller when asked about 
the trouble yesterday refused to make any 
statement. He said that the trouble was 
necessary. but now that it was over, there 
was absolute harmony in the chureh and 
that the relations of its members were of 
the best. 

Mr. Bennett was seen by a representa- 
tive of The Constitution last night and 
asked to make a statement regarding the 
trouble. Mr. Bennett said: . 

“J am perfectly willing that the facts 
be known. The charges against me and 
Mrs. Smith are, of course, untruc, I am 
perfectly innocent of the charge, and noth- 
ing would be farther from me than the act 
of which they accuse me. 

“I will say at the beginning that I have 
had trouble since I joined that church 
some thirteen years ago. There has been 
some sort of trouble all the time. I hear 
that when the members met to grade the 
site for the church there was a fight, and 
they have kept it up since then.

BESIDE HENRY CLAY’S TOMB. 


A Favorite Dog Recently Buried on 
Historic Ground. 
From The Brooklyn Citizen. 

Under the shadow of the monument erect- 
ed to Henry Ciay, @ a cemetery famed in 
many states for its beauty and the high 
birth of those who sleep ther last sleep 
Within its confines, there has recently 
been placed the body of a dog. The ani- 
mal so highly honored was the property 
of the late John M. Clay, and it is Mr. 
Clay’s widow who has placed the animal's 
remains near those of her husband an4 
only a few feet from the last resting place 
of the man who had rather be right than 
be president. 

No such instance has been known in the 
history of the south. Man’s love for his 
dog is proverbial. “Poets have sung of it 
and novelists and moralists exploited the 
iaithfuiness of the canine, but it has been 
ieft for Kentucky to furnish the most no- 
table instance of man’s belief that. 


“Admitted to that equal sky, 
His faithmul dog shall bear him company.” 


It is difficult for a person who has not 
lived in the south, and particularly in Ken- 
tucky, to understand what a reaily faithful 
dog is to a family in this section south 
beiow Mason and Dixon’s line. In Ken- 
tucky the love for an animal is almost as 
strong as that love for the soil which ex- 
ists amomg residents of other parts of the 
United States. No one is more capable 
of making this fact clear than Mrs. John 
M. Clay herself, who is one of the most 
capable and practical of all Kentucky folk. 
Here is what she says, or rather, writes, 
for it is given exactly as she has placed 
her thoughts on paper: 

“Doc was a St. Bernard and the proper- 
ty of my late husband, He was an im- 
mense animal, I thimk the largest I ever 
saw, and very handsome. My husband, 
the late Mr. Clay, was greatly attached 
to this dog, and after Mr. Clay’s death 
the animal seemed to feel that the sum 
(Otal of his entire duty was to protect me. 
That at any time he would have given up 
his life in my defense,I am perfectly. con- 
vinced. For nearly a year he had been 
suffering from biood poisoning. There wag 
no remedy to be obtained, no surgical skill 
that would relieve him, or it surely would 
have been had. His condition became so 
pitiable that his sufferings’ almost broke 
my heart. But not until he became blind 
and could no longer eat did I consent to his 
— deliverence from the sorrows of 
ille, 

“We buried him in our beautiful ceme- 
tery, aS near as we could to the master he 
loved so well, and only a few feet from the 
magnificent monument of the man whom 
the world knows as the great American. 
He was only a dog, yet bitter tears dropped 
over his grave. About some of these gi- 
lent friends there has been an attraction, a 
power of attachment which the great «nd 
wise ones of the earth have ever appre- 
clated, It was not the name of wife or child 
Ssyllabled by the dying lips of The Lliewel- 
lyn, but ‘Gelert,’ his faithful wolfhound.

USURY DID NOT APPEAR. 


Equitable Mortgage Company| Wins Its 
Case in the City Court. 

The case of the Equitable Mortgage Com- 
pany against Morgan F. Barnes, which 
was tried yesterday before Judge Reid in 
the city court, involved seyeral impor- 
tant questions of law. 

The defendant, Barnes, contended that 
as he had not received the amount from

termediary his agent to negotiate the loan 
and that the reason Barnes did not receive 
the full amount of the note was because 
his agent had been paid the commission 
which he had agreed to pay him. 

After all the evidence was introduced the 
court directed the jury to return a/fverdict 
in favor of the plaintiff for the full 
amount sued for, including attorneys’ fees, 
the court holding as a matter of law 
that the transaction was free from usury.

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LOW RATE TO THE FAIR. 


Round Trip Tickets Will Be Sold Next 
Tuesday for $3.50. 

Georgia will have a large delegation at 
the Nashville exposition next week. Thous- 
ands of people have been putting off their 
intended trip to the exposition waiting for 
low rates, Which they had reason to be- 
liewe would come in the closing weeks of 
the fair. 

These people have not waited in vain. 
Ou next Tuesday tickets will be sold by 
the Western and Atlantic from Atlanta 
to Nashville and return, good for four 
days, for $3.50. This is only 1% cents per 
mile. It is cheaper than walking. Rome, 
Graysville and intermediate stations will 
have the same rate. 

If any rate will attract travel this ought 
to do it. Tickets will be sold on trains 
leaving Atlanta Tuesday morning or Tues- 
day night. It is just a day’s ride be- 
tween the two cities, or if the night train 
is taken the passengers arrive in Nashville 
the next morning. The excursion gives two 
days at the exposit ion. The fair is row 
at its best. The attendance is larger than 
it has ever been before and the exposition 
may be said to be closing with a grand 
flourish. The grounds are very attractive. 
The buildings are beautifully white and 
the exhibits are all there. Most people 
prefer to visit an exposition when it is 
lively. ‘that is the reason the attendance 
at fairs is always larger in the last two 
or three weeks than in the early weeks. 

Nashville’s gates are open to all comers. 
The city has had half a dozen good frosts 
and there is no quarantine. There is no 
yellow fever and no smallpox in Nashville, 
All the visitors who have seen it more than 
once now is the best time of the 
Whole seuson to go.

LAWYER ARRESTED 
IN SAVANNAH 


Colonel G. W. M. Williams, of States- 
boro, Is Held. 


| CHARGE IS BORROWING MONEY 


Farmer White Says the Colonel Ap- 
proached Him Quietly. 


HE ONLY WANTED TO BUY A RAILROAD 


Was Just $100 Short, Which White 
Gave Him, Since Which Time He 
Has Followed the Lawyer. 


Ga., October 8&.—(Special.)— 
Colonel G. W. M. Williams, attorney of 
Statesboro, was arrested at the Planters’ 
hotel there today on a warrant charging 
him with cheating and swindling, which 
had been sworn out by J. C. White, a far- 
mer residing at Oliver, for his appearance 
ait the November term of the -Superior 
court of* Screven county. 
It Was About a Loan. 

The cause of the arrest of Colonel Wil- 
liams seems to have been the result of a 
business transection which was had be- 
tween ‘himself and ‘Mr. White some weeks 
ago, and by which transaction Colonel 
Williams became the borrower of $109. 

Mr. White gave the following statement 
as his reason for the proceeding. 


How It Was Done. 


“Colonel Williams came to my house just 
after the recent sale of the Cuyler and 
Woodburn railroad, and represented ‘to me 
that he had purchased the road himself. 
He said that he was to pay $27,000 for the 
railroad, but that he only had $26,900 In 
cash. He stated that he was short $10 
and asked me if I would not loan him the 
amount, as he wished to proceed to Sa- 
vannah forthwith and consummate the 
purchase. I was only asked for the use 
of the $100 for a few days, and upon the 
assurance of Colonel Williams that the 
amount would be refunded promptly at the 
specific time I advanced the $100 bv giving 
him a check drawn upon Mr. Randolph 
Axson, Of Savannah. The loan was s0- 
licited on September 7th and I issued the 
check on September 138th. 


Couldn’t Locate the Colonel. 


“When the time arrived for settlement, 
it was not made, and I experienced great 
difficulty in locating Colonel Williams. I 
made several trips to Statesboro, but they 
were invariably futile in so far as my sue- 
ceeding in ‘bringing abou'tt a settlement with 
Colonel Williams was concerned. Tt se- 
cured attorneys, and besides attaching his 
office furniture, they advised me to take 
this step and I] shall prosecute the case to 
the end. 


Carter Bought the Road. 


Colonel Wiliiams was at one time attor- 
ney for ‘the Cuyler and Woodburn Railroad 
Company, the road, however, was bought 
in at the sale by W. F. Carter. who was 
represented by other parties and not by 
Colonel W illiams.

THE GLYNN COUNTY JURY LIST. 


Judge Sweat Gives His Narration of 
the Misunderstanling. 

Waycross, Ga., October 8.—(Special.)— 
Judge J. L. Sweat, who nas just returned 
from Camden superior court, was asked 
about the squabble in Brunswick, over the 
juries, and said tt amounted to nothing. 
He stated that juries were regularly drawn 
at the close of the last term of Glynn su- 
perior court for the next term; that early 
in September he was nutifled by Hon, J. 
Il.. Beach, clerk of court, that he had lost 
the lists of both the grand and petit ju- 
ries, together with other valuable papers, 
-— that there was no record of the lists, 

they had not been ehtered on the minutes 
when lost; that he went to Brunswick on 
September 16th and held a special term of 
court, during which, with Deputy Clerk 
Lehman and Deputy Sheriff Taylor pres- 
ent, he undertook to restore and estab- 
fish said lost lists, but becoming satisfied 
that, in order to bave strictly legal jurors 
for the next term, the jury commissioners 
should meet and draw new juries as pro- 
vided by section 869 of the penal code, it 
was accordingly so directed, and this, said 
the judge, was all there was of the matter, 
the local contest for the selection of coun- 
ty commissioners before the next grand 
jury, being a matter with which ‘the had 
nothing to do, and so far as he was con- 
cerned, endeavoring only to sce ‘to it, that 


strictly legal juries were provided for the 
next term of Glynn superior court. He 
wonld say, however, that the present coun- 
ty commissioners and court officers in 
Glynn were not only most honorable gen- 
tlemen, ‘but the considered them jncapable 
of anything unfair or intentional wrong- 
doling. 


COTTON TRAIN CATOHES ON FIRE. 


It Took Quick Work To Avert Heavy 
Damages. 

Americus, Ga., October 8,—(Specias.)—

cotton was narrowly averted here today. 
The train was bound for Macon from Al- 
bany, and when five miles below Americus 
a car near the center was discovered on 
fire. The conductor detached the burnirg 
car without stopping the train, and 
rushed it to the Central road’s yards. The 
local fire department extingu!shed the 
flames, though the entire contents of the 
car was damaged considerably. But for 
the prompt action of Conductor Burke in 
cutting out the burning car, the entire 
train of cotton might have burned. 


A DESPERATE NEGRO CAPTURED. 


Burton Secures Police Officer’s Pistol 
and Escapes. 

Anderson, 8S. C., October 8.—(Specital.j— 
Dave Burton, a young negro, shot and dan- 
g¢rcusly wounded Charley Jenkins, another 
negro, in this city last night and then gave 
Chief Dillingham and his men a long chase 

and the chief a close call before he was 
captured, 

In the search for Burton the chief met 
him on the railroad on the outskirts of 
the city about an hour after the shooting. 
The polite and quiet manner of the negro 
when spoken to threw the chief off his 
guard and he approached him unguarded- 
ly. When he recognized the negro he 
reached for his pistol, but quick as Hght- 
ning Burton sprang at the chief and locked 
him in a vice-like embrace. 

The chief couli not draw his pistol and 
was unable to throw his man. It at once 
beceme a fight for life, the turning point 
being which would first draw his pistol. 
It was of no use to call for help, there was 
ro one to hear, and like’ two wild beasts 
eech fought for the mastery. The negro 
made a desperate effort and the chief 
found himself flat of his back. 

In falling his pistol siipped from h'‘s 
pocket, was quickly picked up by the negro 
and before he could regain his footing the 
chief found himself looking down the barrel 
of his own weapon. The chief faced his 
man, expecting every second to be his last, 
but his defiance unsettled the nerves of the 
negro and he fled, leaving his hat behind 


him. 

The chief returned to the city, procured 
a horse, rode to Belton, ten miles distant, 
left his horse and started back afoot on 
the railroad track, hoping to meet his man. 
In the meantime, however, “Burton had been 
captured four miles from the city, and the 
prisoner and chief reached the city about 
the same time.

“There would be no cry about cempetition 
With free labor, because competition cuts no 
figure in the selling price of gold. Besides, 
& successful state mine would stimulate the 
industry among private citizens and Geor- 
€ia would soon become the wealthiest of 
@il the states.” 

Mayne’s Bubble Bursts. 

The beautiful $5,000,000 tm@roved gold 
Mining scheme of ‘“Captain’’ Frederick 
Augustus Gustave Moy ‘Mayne is being 
administered on by the sheriffs of the coun- 
les in the upper part of the state. 

No one ever accused Mayne of being a 
Capitalist. His role was that of promoter. 
He claimed that he was a retired captain 
of some Scotch company, but ‘he did not 
insist on that,.and it never cut any figure 
In his scheme. Mayne obtained options on 
200,000 acres of mining and other lands in 
horth Georgia and North Carolina, went to 
London and organized a development and 
mining company with $6,000,000 capital. He 
received a one-third or one-fifth interest in 
the company. By pawnjng fractional parts 
of his interest, he raised $25,000 and re- 
turned to Georgia last February. He had 
fnough money to get his scheme well 
Started, but he is a high roller, and while 
he had a dollar he lived; nothing was too 
£00d for him-or his friends. He imported 
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| Scotch whisky as smooth as velvet, wines 


of the best vintages and even ‘his scented 
Cigarettes came from London. When he 
would come down to Atlanta from the 
mountains, he had the best suite of rooms 
in the Kimball and life was a pleasant 
dream. 

Mayne had Barney Barnato’s ideas as 
well as race blood and instincts. Like 
Barnato, Mayne had nothing to start on. 
When he first came south it was to look 
after the interests of some Washington 
man. Mayne became infatuated with a 
great gold mining scheme and in one way 
and another raised a few thousand dollars. 
One story ts that Pittsburg parties started 
him with $4,000, half of which was to be 
paid for a North Carolina  propérty. 
Mayne bulit a house, stacked it well with 
liquors and cigars and entertained lavishly 
while his money and credit lasted. His 
workmen and other creditors finally in- 
sisted on a settlement and Mayne and his 
beautiful Spanish bionde wife withdrew 
from North Caroling 

At one time Mayne would be dead broke 
and in a few months be would find a ‘‘pro- 
ducer” and get on top again. But whether 
he was broke or whether he was flush. he 
Was the same smooth, smiling, scheming 
adventurer with no {ll well for any one. 
So long as he had funds he paid as he 
went. When he was shy of cash he kept 
going. 

Mayne looked like an easy mark for 
men who had properties to sell. They put 
high figures on their lands and no doubt 
he optioned thousands of acres which had 
not a dime’s worth of mineral to the lot. 
He renewed his options two or three times 
and paid out some money, but probably not 
more than a few thousand dollars. Some 
of his lands were really valuabie, but he 
never raised enough money ito carry out 
his deals. Thaf ne was a good talker was 
evidenced by his success in raising $25,000 
in London on’ a handsomely engraved 
prospectus and about ten pennyweignhts of 
goid in a little glass vial. Here in Attama 
Mayne bought expensive office furniture 
and shipped it to Gainesville. This furni- 
ture was pald for. He retained a firm of 
lawyers here and paid them a snug cash 
fee. In April he sailed for Loudon ex- 
pecting to return in sixty days. But he 
never came back. Letters and cable mes- 
Sages came from thme to time, eaying that 
he was about to sail, but he never sailed. 
tle went over to get $250,000, but did not 
raise it. Just Where he is or what he is 
doing, no one ‘here knows. His creditors 
are after the little the did have. but there 
will not be much for them to divide. 

it may be vhat Mayne will come back 
some day. He its Hable to turn up any 
day with money té burn. His failure may 
queer the southern gold fleld to some ex- 
tent among Engiisn capitalists, but not 
much, because less thun half a dozen lost 
money by ‘him, and they did not lose miuch. 

And the southern goid ficid was not re- 
sponsible for wnat whey did lose.

Cloth!'ng, baggage and = such' 
things can go in if they have been fumigat- 
ed and are accompanied by a certificate 
from the representative of the marine hos- 
pital service.

All personal 
baggage, ‘hand satchels, trunks, etc., must 
bear certificates of disinfection by a repre- 
sentative of the marine hospital service be- 
fore admission. 3. All goods and mercnan- 
dise from Atlanta may be admitted, «x- 
cept bedding, carpets, tapestry, muuse iur- 
nisnings, iaundry work, clothing and ar- 
ticles of apparel, trunks, valises and hand- 
bags. 4. All freigint cars to be disinfected, 
except flat, coal and iron cars. In testj- 
mony whereof 1 have hereto set my hand 
and caused the great seal of the state of 
Alabama io be alfixed, at the capitol, this 
bth day of October, 1897.

‘The quarantine against Atlanta is raised 
With fouowing restrictions: 1. Passengers 
from Atlanta may come into the city pro- 
vided they have been in no infected district 
for the previous twenty (20) days, Atlanta 
not being considered infected. 2. Personal 
baggage, valises, trunks, etc., of refugees 
that have come from Atlanta, must bear 
certificate of disinfection, signed by au ox- 
ficer of the marine hospital service before 
admission. 3. All goods and merchandise 
from Atlanta may ibe admitted except bed- 
ding, carpets, tapestry, house fumishings, 
laundry work, articles of apparel and hand- 
bags. 4. All freight. cars to be disinfected 
except flat, coal and tron cars and oil 
tanks. No freight will be allowed to come 
into Montgomery from Atlanta which has 
been shipped into Atlanta from an infect- 
ed point within the past sixty days.

“All passengers from Atlanta will be al- 
lowed to come into Selma provided they 
have health certificates that they have 
been in Atlanta twenty days; also through 
passengers bringing certificates that they 
have not been in infected districts in twen- 
ty (20) days. All baggage must bear certifi- 
cate of fumigation attached from United 
States marine service.”’

There is no disposition to be 
short at present prices, notwithstanding 
the lower foreign and southern offerings. 
The market rallied on the in-sight move- 
ment of 378,000 bales, against 424,000 bales 
last season and 371,000 bales in the 10.000,000- 
bale crop year. Liverpool was a free seller 
at the close, with the southern markets 
reported lower by the exporters.

CLOSED RATHER WEAK 


Business Was Unusvally Light, but Was 
Well Distributed. 


CHICAGO WAS VERY ACTIVE 


Announcement of Gold Imports Stif- 
fened the Prices of the Standard 
Shares Slightly. 


Chicago, October &8.—Most of today’s trad- 
ing in wheat was confined to HNquidation of 
outstanding contracts. There will be no 
session tomorrow. Bulls were afraid it 
might-rain before Monday and bears were 
afraid it wouid not, and tbe result was 
that both sides evened up as much as 
rossible. The market closed at precisely 
yesterday's figures. Other markets, how- 
ever, showed more weakness for various 
reasons, corn declining %c, Oats closed a 
shade lower and provisions dechned 5@ ive. 

Though the Liverpool market opened at 
a decline of *%d and c!osed at a decline of 
12@4d from yesterday, the local wheat 
market showed no such disposition. Open- 
ing sales were at %@%4c advance and svon 
after the market was ™@%c above the 
previous day’s closing price. There was 
a decided tendency among the local trad- 
ers to cover up all open deals and re- 
main even on the market during the com- 
ing two days’ intermission, both factions 
being a little nervous over the nossible 
developments in the drought situation be- 
tween now and Monday, December wheat, 
which closed yesterdag at 915%c, opened to- 
dav at 914%@91%c. The shorts got in their 
work first, the result being an advance to 
92%, @92i4c. The price dropped to 91c short- 
ly afterwards, and for some time the mar- 
ket hung around that figure. The world’s 
visible supply of wheat and flour October 
Ist showed a total equal to 19,600,000 bush- 
els wheat, against 87,100,000 bushels on 
September Ist and 151,200,000 bushels Oc- 
tober Ist last vear. ‘i‘he stocks in store in 
the principal European countries October 
Ist were 31,200,000, against 23,600.000 bushels 
a month ago and wW,80,000 bushels a year 
ago. Receipts for the day at Minneapolis 
and Duluth aggregated 1,126 cars, against 
1,096 last week and 1,046 last year. Chicago 
receipts were 202 cars. Primary market 
receipts were 1,573,000 Sushels, against 1,- 
169,000 bushels a year ago. New York re- 
ported export engagements of 38 boat loads. 
The Michigan crop report showed a total 
yield of 24,925,000 bushels wheat this year, 
against 15,720,000 bushels last year. This 
news apparently has as little influence as 
did the easier Liverpool market. An im- 
portant announcement concerning the Hun- 
garian wheat crop was entireiy lost. Beer- 
bohm figured it at £0,000,000 bushels, against 
97,000,000 bushels as nis previous stimate 
and against 148,000,000 as the crop last y ear. 
The Liverpool weakness was explaine] by 
the fact that there had been hedging sales 
there against the No. 2 spring wheat 1e- 
cently sent from Chicago. li is expected the 
Visible supply statement Monday will show 
an increase of 1,800,000 bushels, against 
2,300,000 increase a year ago. The Modern 
Milter, which has hneretofore been quite 
bearish on the situation, was out in an 
extremely bullish statement regarding the 
unprecedented drought and limited area 
see-led. The effect was to check the de- 
cline late in the day and cause a rally to 
9i*%c. That was the price at the close. 

Corn was weak and rather inactive most 
of the session, with trade a good deal on 
the evening-up order. Drought talk seem- 
ed to have lost its influence for the time 
being, as cash offerings were liberal. The 
opening tone was firm with wheat. An ea- 
sier tone developed ‘later, the reaction in 
wheat and indications of an early move- 
ment of the new crop being among the 
bear influences. Receipts were 536 cars. 
IEexports amounted to 217.100 bushels. Ca- 
bles were 44d lower.

“Crop reporters who have wiitly differed

use, keeping stocks, as ‘hey were 
July ist, the lowest for seven years. As 
foreign reports indicate a larger Gemand 
and exports since July Ist have been nearly 
us heavy as in the best past year. w.th 
2,985,784 bushels from Atlantic ports, flour 
included, for the last week, against 2,<4,- 
571 last year, the recovery of liec in price 
for the week is not without reason. 

“Western receipts continue to exceed fast 
year’s 8,001,221 bushels, against 7,243, 969 
for the week. With less favorable reports 
of yield, corn exports fall shurt slightly 
with small differenee in price. 

“Cotton !s unchanged in price with larger 
consuming demand, though big crop es- 
\imates @o not apvear to be disputed. 

“A large increase in the production of pic 
fron and heavy realizing sales of lots hicid 
on speculation havo caused a decline of lic 
to $1.60 for PRessemer at Pittsburg, tnongh 
grey forse there has c.dvanced sec, and p:g 
ion is stronger at Cnicago and eastern 
markets. [ut finished products grow stron- 
ger, with a demand outrunning the capac- 
ity of works in operation in many branches, 
so that delays in delivery are in sheets alia 
tin plate bars emburrassing, and in some 
ciber branches orders cannot be tilled 
within one cr two months. Building otf 
mere vessels on the takes 4nd seacoast, 
heavy orders for sheets, bars, rods and 
pipes, have caused advances Averag:ng 
% of 1 per cent for the week on all classes, 
but the weneral gain is yet not qilite 10 
per cent from the lowest point. Reports of 
combination in steel rails are denied, and it 
ie said that only three large producers will 
agree on prices, while the rod and wire 
compact appears to be siill in the future. 

“Wool has now reached an average of

pounds for the week, o f which 8,955,890 was 
domestic, but manufacturers are purenas- 
ing some wool for mixture with the cheap- 
er wool held for some months past. Thea 
rise has so greatly exceeded the advance 
in vrices of woolen goods that the mills 
m’ght have to pause but for the very large 
stocks purchased in advance. Goods are 
strong, with a further advance in some 
grades, but ir the aggregate thus far not

wool. ‘. 

“Dealings in cotton goods are delayed 
by weakness in raw cotton, but neither 
print cloths nor other goods have declined 
since last week, and though the mills are 
not quite fully employed, a continued in- 
crease in consumption is with reason ex- 
pected. 

“Failures for the week were 212 in the 
United States, aga‘nst 2% last year, and 
29 in Canada, against 46 last year.” 

Bradstreet’s Review. 

New York, October 8§.—Bradstreet’s 
morrow wil] say: 

“Distribution of general merchandise in 
the central west and northwest is further 
cheeked owing to the prolonged drought 
in Kentucky, Illinois, Kansas, portions of 
Missouri, Nebraska, Iowa, Minnesota and 
the Dakotas. ‘leiegraphic advices to Braisl- 
street’s report serious damage in Kansas 
and parts of Nebraska ard lowa, where 
early planted wheat is up, budding out; 
that pianted later is not iikely to sprout. 
Fall plowing is now impossible. Six weekc 
without rain have dried up pastures and 
compelied tarmers to feed stock. 

“Manufacturing industries throughout tke 
central west, particularly iron and steel, 
continue active, and there is an increasing 
tendency on the part oft the interior iner- 
cnants to remit promptly. While the vol- 
ume of trade has decreased at Chicago, it 
is ahead of the like record in recent years. 
There is a moderate improvement in busi- 
ness in the south, Alabama having raised 
the quarantine against Georgia cities and 
central ‘and northern Texas po:nts having 
resumed ccmmercial relations with Gal- 
veston. 

“Planters continue to hold cotton, which 
delays collections. Higher prices this week 
are reported for cotton, which has been 
declining for some time; coal and clothing 
in sympathy with wool; for naval stores 
under heavy purchases by large traders; 
wheat, flour and eggs. 

“Print cloths, lard, beef and sugar have 
declined. Hides are weaker; lead is lower, 
and Bessemer pig has sold off 0c a ton 
under heavy speculative offerings, notwith- 
standing the iron and steel markets as a 
Whole remain active and firm. 

“Exports of wheat (flour included as 
wheat) from both coasts of the United 
States and Canada. this week show a heavy 
falking off, aggrega:ing only 4,825,641 bushels,

Tbe American 
Woman ‘Discussed 


No subject seems to be more agreeably 
and more fully discussed by the American 
Press than American woman... She is the 


fayored subject of argument and question, | 


and is presented to the world, not alone in 
*her varied types’ Of beauty, in her progress 
and in her whims, but with all the minute 
details of each type. She ig the petted sub- 
ject of the artist, the scWlptor, the illus- 
trator, the scientist and fhe philosopher, 
while the literary world takes possession 
of her, and book after book brings out as 
its heroine the American woman. 

It is not a wonder in consideration of 
afl this that the question arises as to 
whether or not the American woman is 
really spoiled. A series of interviews on 
the subjeet, published in The New York 
Journal last Sunday, brings forth the opin- 
ions of such well-Known people as Dr. 
Morgan Dix, Sir Edwin Arnold, Sir Walter 
Besant, Mrs. Liilie Devereux Biake, Ches- 
ter Bailey Ferrall, Elizabeth Banks, Marie 
Studholme and Rev. George F. Pentecost. 

Among other references to the subject, 
Dr. Dix says: - 

“The ordinary American women, as we 
find them every day in the home and in tne 
church, are not, so far as I have observed, 
spoiled or in adny Ganges of becoming so. 
In the church, for example, the American 
woman of the present day is doing a much 
greater and better work than did the 
American woman of a quarter of a century 
ago. The idea that American women are 
Spoiled arises perhaps in the mind of the 
foreigner from the fact that the American 
Man places woman on a very high pedestal 
and to a certain extent worships her. This 
homage, however, I do not think will ever 
spoil her. But it seems to me this is an 
accusation against which the American wo- 
man ought to be ab'e to defend herself. If 
She is really ‘spoiled,’ then she is probably 
all the more capable of answering for her- 
self without any help from the members 
of the opposite sex.”’. 

Sir Edwin Arnold says: “From what I 
have seen during my visit to your country, 
it has seemed to me that no American wo- 
man shoulda be anything but happy and 
contented. I once saw an -American girl 
looking sad and I said to her: ‘What! You 
Sorrowful? You are an American girl! 
What is it you want that you have not 
got”. The American woman has more ad- 
Vantages than any other woman in the 
world, but she knows how to bear her good 
fortune and shows no tendency to.become 
spoiled by them. She is a queen, and the 
American man is her subject, always de- 
lighting to do her honor and homage. She 
is a good housekeeper and as good a moth- 
er as the English woman. I make this 
statement as a compliment, for I consider 
the English worfan a perfect mother.” 

Sir Walter Besant says: “Certainly the 
American woman has every advantage she 
ean wish for. She has made her place in 
the front and seems to be capable of mak- 
ing her way against all opposition. Wheth-

Chester Batley Ferrall says: 
American women are ‘spofled;’ some are 
not. Sore are ‘spoiled’ because they insist 
upon it; others by the accident of their 
environment. Some are not ‘spoiled’ be- 
cause they have not the opportunity; oth- 
ers because they cannot be ‘spoiled.’ I 
think there are as many of this last and 
best kind among my countrywomen as in 
any other nation. If you go to the opposite 
Side of the world you find women in what 
seems to us a degrading subordination to 
men. But in the orient, as everywhere else, 
women have their hold on men, and men 
can ‘spoil’ them. It is only that the music 
is played on a different scale.

They are the best 
women in the world, and that is the only 
generalization that I stand committed to.”

An Atlanta Woman 
in ‘Picturesque Habersbam 


A charming account is given of a trip 
through Habersham county by Mrs. 
Mamie F. Longley, a clever Atlanta lady 
who but recently made the journey. After 
describing the picturesque drive over the 
rugged foothills she says: 

“When a half-hour had thus passed we 
drew nigh to the dwelling of a remarkable 
old man. He bought his lands in 1837 from 
General Habersham, who was our first 
postmaster general, and settied there and 
today he and his family own. 600 or 700 
acres. He was born in 1814, married at the 
tender age of fourteen and by his first 
wife had nineteen children and by his 
second wife twelve children. Up to the 
year 1890 he had never had a death in his 
family. His offspring now numbers quite 
300. None of these people ever uged to- 
bacco in any form. 

“‘Unele Jakey’ Loudermilk, as he is 
familiarly called, is strong and well and 
last year attended to his own crop of corn. 
One of his numerous progeny was our 
driver. 

“We finally wended our way up 
little house, nestling upon a knoll, where 
thefe were bugg.es and horses hitched 
about, and as we drove up right in front of 
pe door we looked in the living room and 
saw a table littered with wine glasses and 
a concourse of people talking, singing and 
drinking, 

“These are the Swiss people, who live 
here and cultivate the grape and drink its 
delicous juice. An open-faced, pleasant 
looking old lady came smiling out to the 
vehicle and as she courtesied demurely 
asked our wishes. We convinced her of 
our thirst and very soon she-réturned with 
a tray of wine, and go.ng again into the 
house, reapp®ared with a huge loaf of rye 
bread and whacked out great slices with 
@ curious old knife. Oh, it was delicious! 

“These sojourners in our land of the 
free have brought with them an atmos- 
phere of their own far-away homes and 
their customs are not materially changed. 
They seem happy and content as they till 
the soil‘and watch the lucious grapes blush 
into ruddy beauty. 

“We drove on and sang freer than before 
and looked lovingly on the rich soil that 
yielded such nectar to these, her ardent 
wooers. 

“After another ride of short duration we 
drove into the small and encient v.llage of 
Clarkesville and rode around until we 
found the o!d home of Robert Toombs, now 
the home of General Logan E. Bleckley. 
ft has a beautiful natural hedge all around 
the spacious grounds and is a two-story 
structure, #ld-fashioned and commodious. 
The most beautiful spruce pines grow lux- 
uriously all over the grounds. 

“On our way home we passed through 
pretty little Demorest that nestles s0 
quaintly in the lap of nature. Its iake 
ahd springs are beautiful. 

“Once more we drove up to a door and 
the smiling hostess came to us with a 
waiter laden with new wine. 

“Jn this place, right in the front yard, 
Stands a little chapel dedicated to the 
blessed virgin, that the master of the 
Dlace built years ago to her honor for 
bringing him safely over from the banks 
of the Rhine. 

“When he finally arrived he planted his 
vineyard and waited for the fruit to ripen, 
and lo! a frost spoiled his product. when 
he remembered that he had failed to keep 
his promise to the mother of ovr Lord. He 
dropped everything and commenced this 
chapel; then he replanted and tended his 
vines. His yield was simply enormous, and 
although he now sleeps beneath tke sod of 
the home he sought here, his children 
have never allowed the little chapel to fall 
into decay.”’

THEY WILL RUN AT FULL SPEED 


The Crash Will Take Place in Oentral 
City Park. 


TO BE VIEWED BY THOUSANDS OF VISITORS 


Excursions Will Be Run from Various 
Sections of the State—How Col- 
lision Will Be Made.

BY LITIGATION 
Car Coupler. Manor Says He Has Boon 


Ruined with Garaishments, 
HE APPEALS ‘TO "THE COURT 


In His Petition He Telle the Court 
That the Claim Is Unjust. 


HIS DAMASE SUIT IS AVERY RACY OWE 


W. OC. Fisher and W. A. Shell Aré Men- 
tioned as Defendants in the Case. ° 
$1,000 Damages Wanted. 


Persecuted for a debt he does not justly 
owe, his wages tied up by garnishments, 
and his chances for promotion destroyed 
by the continued service of court papers, 
is a bad predicament fur any man to be In. 
Yet Claude Manor says he 1s in just that 
condition, and he asks the court to aid 
him. 

Manor says he is a car coupler, and has 
been employed by the railroads in a simi- 
lar pos*tion for a number of years. Ifis 
Wages. are small, and he claims that lhié 
must be economical in order to pay hous« 
rent and support his family. Yesterday he 
fied a petition in the city court asking 
for damages in the sum of $1,000 against 
W. C. Fisher and W. A. Shell, whom he 
claims have damaged him in the amount 
asked for. The suit was filled by Attorneys 

yarrett and Neufville. 

Some time ago, says the petition, w. 
Fisher obtained in a justice cotirt a judg- 
ment against (Manor on which a balance 
of $19 is claimed, It is charged that Fisher 
has been instrumental in having Manor’s 
wages garnisheed five different times, caus- 
ing the latter great inconvenience and loss 
on account of the garnishments. Manor 
says the garnishments have nearly aiweys 
been dismissed before trial or upon notice 
being given to strengthen the garnishment 
bond. : 

Paragraph four of the petition claims that 
Fisher does not always sue out the garnish- 
ment himself, but that he has frequently 
transferred it to some non-resident or in- 
solvent party, but always being succesful 
in getting the fi. fa. back into his posses- 
sion. 

It is claimed that the defendants in the 
suit knew all the time that Manor's wages 
were not subject to garnishment under the 
laws of the state of Georgia, and Manor 
charges that he believes the defendants 
have entered into an illegal agreement and 
have sued out a process of garnishment in 
the name of W. A. Shell, an fnsolvent per- 
son, for no other reason than to annoy and 
injure himself, and to force him to pay a 
debt which he does not believe a just 
claim. 

Manor says he has been working for a 
number of years steadily at his job, hoping 
to win a promotion, as well as the confi- 
dence of his employers. He says that on 
account of the garnishments, his wages 
have been often tied up, that he has been 
suspended and often has een compelled to 
ask aid of his friends and relatives to keep 
his house rent paid and the wolf from the 
door. 

He wants damages for injured feelings 
and alleged humiliation, and he asks that 
the court relieve him from his present 
uncomfortable predicament.
